Thxbe i> not tbrougboot the whole 
oolonial empire of Great Britain a 
country better caioalated tban this for 
the reoeptioD of indastrioaa immigrants 
from the British Isles. The climate, 
■oil, Bceuery and sarroatidings so 
nearly resemble thoso they loavo bew 
hind thorn, that exoepling its freedom, 
trom logs and inoosaant rain which 
malio Buioide a sort of opidemio in 
portions of England, they conld im- 
agine themselves still inhabiting some 
of the rural districts at home. That 
this Colony is so complotoly overlooked 
by the induetrioas classos iu the old 
country when seeking a now field for 
thoir labor, is at first sigbt very extra- 
ordinary ; but when it is remembered 
that very little is known oi British 
Colambia, except through accouniB of 
unlaoky gold seekers, who came to this 
coantry under tho impression that they 
only required to work two or throe 
iDODtbB in fiomo Utopian gold field, 
whore they could find nuggets by tho 
buBbnl ; and wboae minds were ocou> 
pied on the way oat with deligbtiul 
tisioDS of a life of ease and luzary 
wbeo they retareed to their old haunts 
with eoormoaa sums of money, after a 
pleasant voyage oat and home, the 
reason maat be self-evident. Wo 
bave read quite a number of startling 
Adventures by flood and field indited 
by adventurous gents of this descrip- 
tion, who went.np to Stickoen in 1862, 
oontribated to English provincial 
papers. These aspiring saooessors to 
the immortal Munchausen assume tho 
power of describing the whole of Bri" 
tish Columbia from their delightful trip 
to that charming part ol tho Colony. 
The result is very natural: a poor in- 
dustrious man who has realized from 
the sale of his eflects asmallsun), 
added, poesibly, to a few pounds ot 
savings, declines to iisk all ho possesses 
in the world, and tho future happiness 
of his family, in emigrating to a 
Colony where there is nothing but ice- 
bergs, lofty snowicovered mountai'^s 
and DO land fit for tho plough. Where 
tho aborigines, anablo to find soil to 
eoltivato, live on salmon and olams, 
and wh^re the inhabitants of tho 
chief city have no other means of euH 
riebing themselves than in cheating 
one another wiih bogns copper mines. 
Oar readers will laagb at snob an ab- 
surd view of our resouroea, but there 
is very little if any exaggeration of 
the distorted notions disaeminated by 
these valued correspondents of many 
respectable English newspapers. How 
can we be surprised, then^ at tho evi- 
dent diBinclination of English people 
to come ont here? and when they do 
come, that it requires a considerable 
time 10 remove their prejndicss? To 
attract an English immigration, will 
reqairo a systematic courso of instruc- 
tion porsoverod in for a time to nou- 
traliso tho eSeots of former calumnies; 
having once induced a number nt in- 
telligent persons to como here, and 
make this cooi.u-y their home, wo 
ihould have no further dilTiQulty vviih 
Immigration Agents or Comraittoo.s; 
the Colony would take procedonco of 
all others. To accomplish this, there 
il only one way, and that is, to employ 
a lecturer in England who will go from 
town to town describing this country 
and its resources, and who should be 
well furnished with carefully compiled 
pamphlets, deeoribing the oonntry 
, trathrally ; setting forth its resourcen, 
its great fatnre, and the actnal presem 
remaneratiou for employment. Eor 
inetanoo, who in England is aware that 
» common agricultural laborer can oh- 
tain £10 a month and board, with the 
privilege of buying cows which are 
allowed to run with his employer's, so 
that with tho increase ho may in i few 
years bo enabled to slock a farm hiin^ 
leif, and commonoo wiih what, would 
make a fanner woaUhy in his naiivo 
country? As lor female sorvanis, wo 
need not say anything about thorn; 
their wiges, exclusive ot board, would 
bo salBciwt to maintain a bonoliued 
clergyman and his family in iilngland. 
^nd this mujt not bo confound d with 
A country liko Australia ; there, it is 
true, land is to lo haJ in largo quanti- 
ties, but look at tho Oimatol Cattle 
and sbeep can be h&u at a nominal 
plica and increased iadefinitiiy • but what 
arc they worth f In this Colony not 
«Dly bave we millions of a^os that 
.are well caioalated for stook-x^lBing, 
ibttt we have also a ready markt!-, far 
the stocJc, which may beaoldatg^od 
prices, and this stale of things is like\ 
to continue lor many years to oome. 
Oar Colony is not only well calculated 
for a rnral population, but also for 
MliiBDB ot all kinds, in faoti, Any man 



may do well here, but those creatures 
called "gents ;" they are always uaex 
less drones in any community, but in a 
country liko this, they are entirely out 
of their element ; and one can hardly 
blame thorn in giving a good hearty 
vent to thoir oploon when they got 
back into the liltlo circles, where they 
Could onco nioro "spread themselves." 
They thought they were ontitlod to 
revenge for tho hardships and disoom* 
forts they oxper onced when hero. 
Had they travelled over tho whole 
Colony, thoy could not havo chosen 
a locality worse adapted to their ef- 
feminate proclivities tban the Stickeen 
Biver. We forgive them, but must 
now set about repairing the mischief 
done by thoir ill conaidorud reports. 

Letter Iruoi Euglaud. 



(From aa occasional Corrcapondeot.) 

MANoaESTBR, 8lh April, 1869. 
I see by the papers that the British 
Colambian parliament have resolved not 
to be incorporated with the Korth 
Americaa Oonfederatioa. I do not pre- 
tend to If now how it might a£feot the 
interests of the Oolony, bat I sbould have 
thought it would bave been an advantage 
to have been incorporated. I suppose 
the cost of the alliance was tho chief 
obstacle. I notice, however, that aU 
though they are not disposed to expoud 
money in forming a connection with Can- 
ada they have passed a vote to encourage 
female immigration. They think, I sup- 
pose, that an investment in ladies will 
pny better; well, there are plenty ai home 
willing to go out. If the Government 
would appoint an agent ho could make a 
fine selection in these norihern coautries. 
I was asked lately at Stockport by a 
very interesting? young damsel to try to 
get her a passage to Bruzil. Many pers 
sons in Munchester and the. neighboar* 
hood are turning their attention towards 
that country; 1 expect a Brazilian Emi 
gration Society will shortly be established 
here. Why don't some of jour public 
men make a resolute and systematic 
I c-n'ort to bring the colony into greater 
notice. Surely, with its magnificent 
i forests of valuable limber, its copper, coal, 
iron, its farming capabililes. its fisheries, 
its grand position for commerce with so 
many parts of the world, its glorioos bar 
hour of Esquimau, and the thousand 
other advantfigea it posaesses, to say 
nothing at all about the gold, it ongbt to 
possess sufficient attraction to men of 
means aa a field for the iuveatmcat of 
their capital as well as for their brains 
and muables. What ia wanted to bring 
the colony into notice is a well qualified 
agent to lecture throughout England and 
Scotland on British Columbia and Van- 
couver Island us a field for emigration; 
not to raise delusive expectatious about 
gold bul lo represent efficiently and forei' 
biy the other resources and advantages of 
tho Colony. So eagerly are men at 
home seeking information as to where 
they may go to better their conditiju, 
ihut any decent lecturer would be sure of 
a good audience wherever bo went. A 
living man, to speak with a living voice, 
lo a living and sympathetic audience, 
would dp far more iu promoting the ob« 
ject than oil the newspaper articles you 
could get written on tbo subject. To 
meet a letter or an article in a news- 
paper some caviller is sure lo start up 
and write a lotier to aunff out the article; 
but objections started in an audience could 
be met and answered at once by Ithe lec- 
turer and the damage be immediately 
removed. 

1 cannot understand the opatliy of tho 
Government with respect to the interests 
of the colony— it is more neglected than 
any other. It has never had ihe fostering 
care bestoi^ed upon it that other colonies 
have received. As soon as it was born 
a colony it was left to sliilt for itself, poor 
babe! In llie umtler of u.i.igratiou I be- 
lieve this tjovernmenl will never assist it 
null I they see tho colony making an effert 
to assist itself If tho mercbauta and 
uiouyed men (if there ore any) in tho 
Uoiouy would olub logett or to BUdisin au 
ageot for one yoar, I am sate ii woutd led 
mightily upon i s mlereats; alter that tbu 
Colonial GoverDraent would probobly Le 
williii!,' to duppori uh emi^riition agent, aa 
all Uio olhor (Julonial UovernineQta do, (or 
Uie [jiirposu uf turuiu^ u porlion ol the alreuni 
uf emiurauuii toward>i it. Iu me i;iise ol 
New Zuuliiiid, every province ban its a;;oni 
ill Eiiyluiid. I Hoinetiiuos allude to Bniisii 
Coluinoia uud Vducouver laland in my Iod> 
luruj, aud I ulvraya tiud the alluiioo wafienii 
up my uudienne irameditttaly nnJ ony iu- 
furmuiioii about there is yraedily rcoeivedi 

tio gfeal id ihu UiaueB^ ia tbo eatt eud ol 
Lonitun now that Ecvvrul pariahes, aidud by 
Ihe (iuvoiuuieot and by pubiio aabaoripiions, 
are aendii);; out weulily, both mou, womoQ 
and luiniliea togelber, iaateud of aupportiDg 
ihein in tlie wofkliouios. Thay ate chiefly, 
I believe, buiug aeut to Canada. Tbo Queen 
lias recently uoai i\ donatiou ot Xlf)(j to tlio 
luad. Iu tbu oorth of England iheiu is also 
great dinttosB, and raaay men ol Capital are 
afraid to invest it in auy home epeculttion 
on aecoant ol the fierce compolitioa and ibe 
amull reiurn ihuir capital ia liicely to realize. 

From the mauy uxpuHures lately uf corn- 
merolul tuilara and rascality in England 
men are losing faitb in huinu ontorpriies and 
are looking abroad fur safer aud mora prolit 
abla fieldii for ioTestmaat. I'blt general 
distrust of courso iooreaaas Ibe amuunt of 
diHtruBS in the couniry ; lor il capital bo 
idle, iiiuii'iJ luuida will bu idle ttliio. My 
fixed opinion lias long boen taut the only 
ttiiiiint remedy fur the distress provaillog 
is «u extoneivo and u continual emigration. 
Tbo real luoi has lung bean oppaient that 
there are bnndieda ot tfaooaaoda of men 



and women who ara willing and anxioaa to 
work, but who caneot get it to do, bnnoo, 
what ara called the " dungerons elaeaes," ore 
conatantly receiving acoetsioos of strenf^th, 
and the Qoveromeot now peeoi to bo at tbeir 
wita' ends lo know what measurej to adopt to 
rapregaorime. lamoonvinoed that tbiee- 
frartbs ol tba crime coiDmitted in Ihii coun- 
try might be traced to want of emplojment 
and oonseqoeat diitrecf, for its origio. Of 
conree you need men with capiiol and intel- 
ligonce ub wall ca thoaa whohavo bone and 
musolo ; but 1 foel sore thst ii your Colony 
were properly and energetically tepro«eDted 
you wonld aeon havean BcceRtion of capital 
ai Wilt as of labor. The Colony would tbon 
rapidly advaooe. Aa one rcsiurco alter 
aooihor wag developed, tbe atiruciioo to ito 
shores would soon be uu£;mooled, aod in a 
very short time you would hava a regular 
and steady influx of populutioo. There is 
not a Colony under tbe British Orown bet' 
ter Bituated for commerce, and when tbe 
railroads acroea tbeoootioent ere coraplited 
tbey will of course open a much nearer ao« 
otBi to the mother country. 

You will wonder wby I bave wriiien all 
tbis tirade nboo! oni igraiion ; but my mind 
Bomulimcs focls quiic exeitud and h di;;uunt 
at tbe neglect sbowa towards pcor lit I^ 
Yanooaver, wbila so much U being done t o 
aid »uob atolwait brataaa Canada, Acttralia 
New Zeuland, and the Cape ol Good Hope. 
■Soma of onr members of Parliamoi.t U'O 
expresaiug great ioieiest in ihocouotry be 
tween Cai:Bdu and Ihe Rocky nioueiBins and 
tba aompaniea for oonstiuctiog tbe Inter- 
colonial Kailffays are, it is said, about to 
oQer eome very stroog iodaoemeDts to men to 
settle at once in be country all along tho 
lino ol the proposed roilwaya, bul not a word 
obuut liritiab Columbia or Vuuoouver. II a 
member vsotures to eay aoything about 
ibem, be is at once aoabbad oat by aome 
anarl about tbo gold tailaree, gold mania, 
diggings bumbui;, and to on, bo that tbe 
country aeeoiB almost proecribed.
